ment. 

The mediat rs are of the opinion 
that the next two or three days will 
develop clearly whether the Const 
tutionalists are really seeking peace 
or are merely obstructionists. The 
statement from the Huerta delegates 
encouraged the three diplomats great- 
ly in that it set before the world as 
practically accomplished one of the 
principal points in the dispute be- 
tween the United States and the 
Huerta government.

The Secretary was out of 
town, but immediately across the cor- 
ridor from his office Agsistant Secre- 
— Galloway and several other offi- 
cials were working. That part of the 
building would have been destroyed 
had not the sizsling fuses burned out. 

Jauch, who had suffered severe in- 
juries to his head will serving as a 
80 r in the Philippines several years 
ago, Was subjected to rigid question- 
ing.

HILE pursuing a fugitive want-

Workman Suffers by Queer 


Compensation Act. 


Boynton Law Premiere Here 


Is a Boomerang. 


Bars Mishap’s Needy Victim 
from Any Recovery. 


The devious workings of the Work- 
man's Compensation Act, one of the 
laws passed under the whip of the 
Johnson administration, acted as a 
bar yesterday to @ poor man, badly 
injured in a collision with a taxicab, 
regovering damages for his hurts. 


Under an instructed charge the jury 


in Judge Wilbur’s court yesterday re- 


turned judgment for the defendant, 
the effect of whicl is to transfer to 
the company in which his employer 
had insured him, right to bring 
suit, Being a forgign corporation, it 
is not — that the insurance 
company will take any action. 

Albert Morrison, an employee of 
the Murray Baking Company, while 
driving his wagon on East Fifth street 
February 20, last, was run into by 
one of the taxicabs of a local taxicab 
service. The bakery wagon was over- 
turned and Morrison seriously injured. 
He brought suit for $26,000 damages. 

The defendant, 8. . MeKee, 
through Attorneys Drake, Kuster and 
McElroy, raised the point that af the 
time of the accident both the Mur- 
ray Baking and Morrison 
were subject to the orkmen's Com- 
pensation Act; that Morrison Rad been 


insured in the London 4 Lancashire 


Guarantee and Accident Company and 
that lawful demand had been made 
upon the insurance company for the 
injuries sustained by Morrison. 

e insurance company made the 
necessary payments te Morrison, 
amounting in all to $29. The final 


receipt was one of the exhibits of the. 


case. In view of these facts. McKee 
asked the court to instruct the fury 
to find for the defendant, which 
Judge Wilbur did. The instruction: 
in part read: 

“The evidence in this case shows 
that previous to the commencement 
of this action the plaintiff in the case 
had made a claim for and had been 
paid money by the insurance company 
mentioned in the answer, and the 
effect of that proceeding under the 
law is to, transfer to the insurance 
company the right of action which the 
plaintiff has, if any, against the de- 
fendant to the insurance company, so 
that after the acceptance by him of 
the benefits of this law, the right to 
bring this suit and maintain it, rests 
not in himself, but in the insurance 
company. 

“The evidence on that subject is 
without conflict or contention, and 
therefore the court instructs you to 
bring in a verdict herein in favor of 
the defendant, and of course the in- 
structions of the court confines the 
issue to that one question of the trans- 
fer of the right of action.“ 

This is the first test of the act in 
this phase of it in the local courts. 
The payment of $29 insurance money 
to Morrison knocked him out of ob- 
taining against a concern other than 
by which he was employed, indeter- 
minate damages for the serious in- 
juries he alleged he had received.

He las already 
been caught three times. The first 
time he was let go with a warning 
and was not arrested.

On top of this, evidence was sub- 
mitted by the telephone company 
showing that it had operated during 
the fiscal year of 1913-14 at an 
actual loss of $61,703.81, and that the 
year of 1911-12 was only one in 
nine years that “the company re 
made any money on its investment in 
Los Angeles. 

Then there was read into the rec- 
ord a statement of James E. Barker, 
telephone, gas and electric engineer 
for the Public Utilities Board, in 
which he recommended to the board 
an increase in the telephone rates, 
and stated: “Neither of the com- 
panies is receiving a reasonable rate 
of return.” In this statement Bark- 
er recommended a _  schédule of 
raises on all rates and that steps be 
taken to institute a system of meas- 
ured service 

Attorney Mott sald: 

“Our story is very short and very 
simple. For two years we have been 
promised that a set of rates would 
be made by the Public Utility Com- 
mission that would be adequate’ to 
return a proper income on our in- 
Last year the Pacific 
Company sustained a loss of $61,000. 
We submitted a full statement of 
our investments and operating ex- 
penses to the Board of Public Utili- 
ties; they investigated and to avoid 
a deadlock a recommendation came 
that the old rates be continued. It 
1 manifestly impossible for us to 
continue operation under these 
rates. 


' WANTS HIGHER RATES. 

“T am satisfied the people don't 
want ,something for nothing. The 
figures we have submitted are ac- 
cessible to you and can be proven. 
If the figures we submit are facts, 
then we are entitled in all equity 
to higher rates.” 

Bome of the Councilmen thought

IFTY THOUSAND salmon will be 
F placed in the Ventura River this 

fall when the State Fish and Game 
Commission ock the streams. This 
is the first time salmon have been 
placed south of Monterey. 

The coming of salmon will be a big 
thing for the fishermen of Southern 
California. Salmon should prosper in 
the waters of Ventura and no doubt 
in a few years the fishermen will be 
going after salmon instead of trout 
or sea fish. 

Salmon are game fish and fighters 
that make real sport when a big fel- 
low gets on the end of a line.

CLEARS 


ITH land valued at millions of 
W cours involved and plans al- 

ready drawn for terminal im- 
provements on which ‘$4,000,000 will | 
be expended, the Outer Harbor Dock 
and Wharf Company cleared the 
decks yesterday for a Spartan defense 
of its title to the 150 acres of land 
constituting the Miner fill. The title 
is under fire by the city in an action 
before Judge Myers of the Superior 
Court. 

The suit was filed by the city more 
than three years ago, but had been 
held in abeyance on the court calen- 
dars until yesterday because of the 
pendency of the tideland cases. At- 
torneys for the company are arguing 
for a nompeuit, and the hearing of the 
case is expected to extend over a 
week, perhaps longer. 

The case has features of the un- 
usual. In February, 1906, Capt. Ran- 
dolph Huntington Miner entered into 
negotiations with the City of San 
Pedro, which was not then annexed 
to this city, for a lease of water- 
front property as part of a project 
to create a deep-water mole- The 
leases were entered into for fifty 


years. 

But it happened that the United 
States government interposed objec- 
tion to the leases originally made as 
promising to rob the United States 
reservation of its desirable deep-water 
frontage. Consequently new leases 
had to be made. To these leases the 
Secretary of War, on recommendation 
of the Board of Engineers for Rivers 
and Harbors, gave his approval. 
The work was carried forward and 
a 4000-foot mole, with 12,200 feet of 
deep-water frontage, resulted. But in 
August, 1909, San Pedro was annexed 
to this city and shortly afterward the 
city filed suit against the Outer Har- 
bor Dock and Wharf Company to quiet 
title. The company is standing firm 
on the platform that the validation 
of its leases by the State in 1907 and 
the fill permits given by the govern- 
ment make it the de facto proprietor 
of the fill for the full life of the 
leases secured from the City of San 
Pedro. 

The city is attacking title under the 
so-called Los Angeles tidelands act of 
1911, by which all tidelands and sub- 
merged lands within the limits of the 
city were granted jt fori the uses and 
purposes of a harbor. It acknow!l- 
edges that fifty acres of the Miner fill 
are under actual lease to the Outer 
Harbor Dock and Wharf Company, 


but that the remaining 100 acres are 
not, as they were created of mudflats

that were without the limits of San 
Pedro at the time the lease was made. 

In other words, the city, if it wins, 
will find itself in possession of 100 
acres of deep-water frontage at the 
outer end of the mole. In case this 
title is assured the city, recompense 
will have to given the Outer Har- 
bor Dock and Wharf Company for 
the improvements made. The settle- 
ment of this recompense will mean 
further court action.
